Of its 
northern half, a land surface of over 18.- 
000,000 acres, only 7 per cent, is culti- 
vated, the rest forming one continuous 
body of forest and waste land. 
From 


this area there have been cut during the 
last sixty years more than 75,000,000, 
000 feet of pine lumber alone, and the 
annual output for the past ten years 
has exceeded 3,000,000,000 
feet every 


year. 


The industries exploiting this re- 


source represented in 1890 one sixth of 
the total taxable property in the state. 
paid to over 5,000 men the simi of 
$15,000,000 in wages and the value of 
their products was equal *o more than 
one third of the entire output of the 
agricultural regions. 
Of an original 


stand of about 130.000.000,000 feet of 
pine, about 17,000.000,000 feet are left, 
besides 12,000,000,000 feet of hemlock 
and 16,000,000,000 feet of hardwood. 


The annual growth which at pressnt 


amounts to about 900,000,000.000 feet, 
and cf which only 250,000,000 
feet is 


marketable, is largely overbalanced by 
the natural decay of old and over ripe 
timber. 


At present 
nothing is being done 


either to protect or restore the denuded 
lands, of which fully 80 per cent, are 
unproductive. This policy causes a con- 
tinuous and ever-growing loss to the 
commonweal th,|which at present amounts 
to about 80,000,000 feet every year of 
useful and much-needed material.

further result is that the spoliation of 
these 
forests 
is 
making 
a 


marked change'in the natural 
climatic 


condition and is operating injuriously on 
the amount of rainfall the state should 
receive. 


To remedy this condition. Mr. Roth 


IB of opinion that stringent legislation 
will have to be immediately adopted, 
and measures framed to preserve and 
restock. .He concludes his report by 
saying that, in his opinion, it

necessary for the state to repossess itself 
of these landa, either in whole or in 
great pBrt.

' Chicago, Nov. 9;—Jt looks as if the 
republican plurality in 
Illinois 
has 


been reduced from 141.000 in 3896 to 
30,000 or less in 1898. This represents 
approximately the pluralities of Floycl 
K. Whittemore over M. P. Dunlap for 
state treasurer. 


The legislature will be close. Sparse 


returns indicate that the democrats 
will control the lower house by a nar- 
row margin. 
In the fortieth assembly 


there were 88 republicans, 62 demo- 
crats and 2 populists. H looks now as 
if there would be 1$ democrats in the 
lower house of the forty-first general 
assembly, 73 republicans and one pro- 
hibitionist. Six 
of 
this 
democratic 


gain are from Cook county. 


The senate will remain republican, 


but the democrats have gained seven, 
three in Cook county and four in the 
country. 
One Chicago' district, the 


twenty-third, is still in doubt and may 
be democratic. Two districts are also 
' doubtful in the county, the tweafy- 
fourth and twenty-fifth., the latter of 
which involves a state senator. 


CLOSE IN INDIANA. 


Republicans Are, However. Confident of 


a Victory. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 9.—The returns 


from members of the two parties in 
the several counties in the state to the 
chairmen of the respective committees 
are very conflicting, but the weight of 
testimony Is in favor of republican suc- 
cess, and H is more than probable that 
complete returns, which will not be re- 
ceived before late today, will 
show 


that the republicans have carried the 
state by from 8,000 to 10,000 majority. 


- 
While the returns from fifty-four 


counties, which are not, however, com- 
plete, indicate an increase over the ma- 
jority of two years ago, it is construed 
that this will be greatly reduced by 
the returns from this. Marion, county, 
which will show a large republican de- 
crease, and possibly a democratic ma- 
jority. 


The reports so far are from the towns 


and cities of the state, and none has 
been received from the precincts that 
are not easily accessible to telegraph 
stations. 


There is some danger to the repub- 


licans in this fact, and the democrats 
are taking some comfort from the con- 
ditions, but it is hardly probable that 
the country districts will show suffi- 
. cient democratic gain to overcome the 


majority of 18,000 for McKinley two 
years ago. 


If the state is republican by the fig- 


ures indicated, the legislature will also 
be republican, and the democrats will 
not make any gain on congressmen, if. 
in fact, they are able to hold the four 
districts which are now represented by 
that party in congress.

ticket, eight or nine congressmen, a 
working majority in the lower house 
and two-thirds of the seventeen sen- 
ators elected this year, which will give 
them an overwhelming majority in the 
sen ate. 


The returns are slow in coming in, 


and less than one-tenth of the towns 
in the state have been heard from, but 
these returns showed that the repub- 
lican ticket was safe.
